The arguments appear to suggest that the respose is an atomic message automatically sent to a pre-programmed MMSC 
location. However, the claims only recite a response directed to a MMSC. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
Therefore the examiner has given the claim language its broadest reasonable interpretation 

Ala-Laurila discloses after receiving the voice or text message, the intended recipients are alerted/notified about the message 
and in response to the notification the recipient uses phone number to access the server (col. 4, lines 18-46). This "access" is the claimed 
response. Therefore, it is clear that Ala-Laurila teaches a response directed to an MMSC in response to a notification/message by a third 
party originator. 
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
